1. The /Xpplieants' preliminar\ aniendinent tiled on Jul\ 30. 2001 was reeeixed. Claims 4 
and () are amended. (Maims 19-26 are added. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 21-22 are objecled to because oflhe tbllowing informalities: 
It is noted that Claim 21 cannot depend on itself. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject .Matter 

3. (Maims 1-20 and 23-26 are allow ed. 

4. The follow ing is an examiner's statement of reasons for allow ance: 

llanada (.IP 09-01 1405) discloses a plastic moldings with protected surface wherein the 
protected surface contains three la\ers. i.e.. a first la\er of acr\iic resin, a second la\'er of acrx lic 
resin and a third la\er of siloxane resin (|0O06]-[O012]). It is noted that the tlrst la\er of acrxiic 
resin contains alkoxxsilane of formula (A) (looo"]). while the second la>er of acrxiic ivsin does 
not contain the aforementioned alkoxxsilane ([001 0]-[00l 1 ]). In other words, the first la\er of 
acr\ lic resin and the second la\er of aer\ lie resin arc distinct. Therefore. Hanada does not teach 
or fairl\ suggest a protected surface ha\ ing a la\ er of siloxane resin on a smg^le la> er of acrx lic 
resin. .Ahlunigh comparison Example 1 and comparison l:xample 3 (|0| IS] and |(M20|) teaches 
the aforementioned la>er 3 on top of either la>er 1 or la\er 2 (i.e., either la>er I or la\er 2 is not 
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present). llo\\e\ei\ the eonipositioiis ot^laxer 3 in the instant comparison examples do not 
contain tetraalkowsilane ([01 13]). Therefore, llanada does not teach or fairly suggest a protected 
surface ha\ ing a la\ er of siloxane resin on a single la>er of acrylic resin, w herein the la\ er of 
siloxane resin contains a IndroKsis condetisate of a trialkox>silane and a h\'drol\sis condensate 
of a teU'aalkoxvsilane . 

Tateoka (US 4,7()8/)()8) (corresponding to jP 61-86259) discloses a surface-hardening 
coating on a plastic bod\' (col. 1. liiK^s 40-43). 1 he surface-hardening coating contains a primer 
layer ol^ui acrylic resin base (col. 2, line 58-59) and a hard-coat layer (col. 3, lines 1-2). The 
hard-coat layer can contain colloidal silica and methvi sesquisiloxane (i.e., derived from 
meth\ Itrialkoxysilane) (col. 5, lines 26-27). llowexer, Tateoka does not teach or fairly suggest 
the use of a hard-coat la\er contains a h\'drol\sis condensate of a trialkox\silane and a 
hydrol wsis condensate of a tetraalkoxvsilane . 

Konishi (VS 5,725.960) discloses a hard coat layer on the surface of molded articles 
using a primer lax er betw een the hard coat la\ er and the surface of molded articles (col. 1 , line 
61 to col. 2, line 3). 1 he primer la>er can be acr\lic resins (col. 6, lines 45-67). The silicone 
hard coating can contain colloidal silica and h\drodrol\sis condensate of silane compounds (col. 
7. line 40 to col. S. line 1 6). At least one silane compouds can be used (col. 14. lines 4-14). 
llo\\e\er. Konishi does not teach or fairl\ suggest the use of colloidal silica and the mixture of 
silane compounds in the specilic relati\e amounts set forth in the present imention.
